he said amid laughter. Continuing, Judge
Geuld said:

“This splendid audience, met to commem-
orate the close of the work of another
year of the publie school system of the
capital of the nation, brings other though's
to my mind.

“More than seventy years ago a great
English statesman visited this country, and,
after a careful survey of its conditions,
said: “The university of education in the
